The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are patentable over the embodiment illustrated in Figure 7B of Cucheran, United States 
Patent No. 5,190,198, the closest prior art, because each independent claim requires 
the same locking mechanism at each end of the cross bar of an article carrier, while 
Cucheran's cross bar has different mechanisms at each end. Note column 7, lines 37- 
41 . Furthermore, it would not have been obvious to make both mechanisms the same 
because Cucheran's carrier would not operate as intended.
